OPERATORS WEAKENING. 


Tlie Fifrlit Was With I!ar« Knuckles in

I to Flea From the Wrntli to Co inc. 


COLU.MUUB, O., April SO, — The excel- 


lent discipline which exists and is con- 
sistently maintained at the Ohio peni- 
tentiary was admirably 
illustrated 


Sunday, in the presence of nearly 3,000 
amused convicts, 200 shocked visitors 
and_ a few interested guards. Deputy 
Wardens Playford and Stackliouse had 
a fijfht to the finish with bare knuckles 
in the pulpit of the chapel while the 
congregation of convicts were wait- 
ing for the weekly admonition' to Ace 
from the wrath to come. It was a most 
disgraceful affair, the evident result of 
the jealousy that has characterized the 
warden's treatment of his deputies. 
Capt. Playford, who ranks Stacldiouxe, 
is to quit the prison Monday. Col. 
James was recently reappointcd for 
two years, but failed to reappoint Capt 
Playford because that otlicial lias lieeti 
so uniformly popular with the press, 
the guards and the convicts that the 
warden was in danger of losing his 
identity. 


As Capt. Playford is to quit Monday, 


he thought it inig'ht be fitting1 to give 
those with whom he has boon thrown 
in association a kind word in parting. 
It is understood that the deputies have 
charge of the chapel exercises, and it 
was not considered a breach of dis- 
cipline for Capt 
Playford 
to say 


a. word 
before 
lie 
should 
leave. 


He had obtained the full permission of 
Chaplain Winget, and after the invo- 
cation and a hymn arose and started 
forward on the platform. Immediately 
there was a. slight commotion, as Col. 
James seized Capt Playford by the 
arm and said "Sit down." Capt Play- 
ford resisted slightly, and tiie burly 
Stackhouse jmmped forward, and, talc- 
ing Capt Playford by the arm, twisted 
him around with such force that his 
back was .sprained. 


The audience began to manifest an 


Interest in-tliis unusual proceeding, and 
Capt Playford, who was thus humili- 
ated in the presence of some Zanesville 
friends who were visiting him, lost 
control of himself, and wheeling quick- 
ly, struck Stackhouse a severe bloiv 
full 
in 
the 
face,

spattering 


blood 
all 
over the 
Sunday 
shirt 


of the burly deputy. 
Capt Playford 


followed this blow with another, from 
which Stackhouse recovered slowly. 
Then the warden and his son, seeing 
the advantage which Capt. Playford 
had over the heavyweight, took a hand. 
The blood streamed from the nose and 
mouth 
of 
Stackhouse 
as he tum- 


bled 
in 
a 
heap 
among 
the 


annex men. The . visitors and the 
convicts looked on |in amazement. 
Ktackhouse rallied before time was 
called, but there was by that time suf- 
ficient interference to keep the men 
apart and Capt Winget had a chance. 
Stackhouse was taken out and washed 
up and is wearing several beauty spots 
on his countenance. The convicts ap- 
plauded the fact that, Capt Playford 
got the better of the fight, as he was 
the favorite. 
They then hissed the 


other side and the disgraceful episode 
closed.

The discovery of a "smoking tree" in 
ic mountain wildn near the BigButtc, 
bout twenty miles southeast of this 
lace, led to the disclosure of one of 
;ie most perfectly concealed "wildcat" 
istillerios known to the oldest man in 
lie revamie service. 
The tree was found one night not 


ong ago, s ays the St. Louis' Globe- 
Jomocrnt, by a party' of young men 
vhile out hunting, and the report of 
ho phenomena caused great exeite- 
icut. A party was being organized to 
isit the arboreal wonder, but it waa 
baudoned by a second report, pur- 
)orting to come from one of the orig- 
nal Finders, that the whole story was 
i fake. The sensation soon died out, • 
mt not until it had reached the ears of 
. revenue marshal, who saw in it a 
lew, and went over in that region :at 
>nee. lie was surprised, however, to 
hid, on reaching the locality of such 
great excitement a few days before, 
hat he could learn nothing of the 
vhereubouts of the tree. Most of the 
lountaiueers told him that they had 
lever heard of it before, while others 
aucfhed and said it was only a hoax, 
rtiis conlirmed his opinion that there 
vas something illicit at the bottom of 
the "smoking tree," but, after spend- 
ng two days in futile search for inr 
formation, lie was compelled to return 
without even finding one of tho young 
non who started the report. 


He still kept up his efforts on the sly. 


iiowcvcr, and was rewarded recently 
>y finding a young man who agreed to 
:o show him the tree for a certain re- 
miueration. Negotiations 
were en- 


tered into at once, and tho day follow- 
ug the persistent officer had the plea- 
sure of destroying the best hid still he 
bad ever seen. 


It was located near n mountainroad.r' 


in a cave which wns at least three hun- 
dred yards in length and ran like a 
tunnel from one side of a small moun- 
tain almost through to the other. The 
entrance was small, and was almost 
entirely concealed by the bushy top of 
a true which had been felled directly 
over it. Once inside, the officers fourid 
a great tunnel-like cavern, the ceiling 
of which was thirty feet high in some 
places. In the blind end of this irregu- • 
lar grotto was a well-equipped Ktill of 
•ood capacity; tho mash tubs, ilake 
stands and barrels were all convenient- 
ly arranged. There was a small stream 
running across the cave about twenty 
feet from the still, from which water 
was obtained by dipping it up with a 
bucket. 
Hut the most remarkable 


feature of this underground distillery 
was the cunningly-devised contrivance 
for concealing the smoke. The moon- 
shiners had discovered that about thirr 
ty feet from the end of the cave in 
which the still wns located stood a: 
dead chestnut tree, about three feet in 
diameter at the butt and hollow to the ' 
very top. This end of the cave had 
probahly at one time been open also, 
but had been filled up by an enormous 
earthslidc from the top of the moun- 
tain. 
There was, therefore, nothing 


except earth from the still inside to 
the tree without, and these daring 
men had actually dug- a small tunnel 
from the end of the cave to the tree, 
thus allowing the smoke to enter its 
hollow beneath the RTOiind. There be- 
ing no opening's in the tree near the" 
earth, the smoke could not escape un- 
til it reached the crevices and wood- 
pecker holes in the rotten top, sixty 
feet in the air. 


It was this remarkable "stack" 'which 


the hunters had seen and started the 
report of the "smoking tree," not 
knowing the true source of the smoke.

Curiosities Which Include • Note for *5,- 


000,000, tho Amount Written'.In'Ink. 
Among the curiosities which are oc- 


casionally shown to favored visitors 
are some specimens of ancient notes, a 
number of them for denominations no 
.onger in vogue, such as '£1, £15 and 
£25. There is alsci carefully preserved 
the oldest surviving note, one of the 
year 1099, the amount being written 
•vith ink, says the Pall Mall Budget.. 
Another curiosity is a note for £1,000,- 
OOO.Avhieh was required for some trans- 
action between the bank and the gov- 
ernmeiit, but in this case, too, the 
amount is written with a pen. The 
longest time during which a note has 
remained outside the bank is 111 years. 
It was for £25, and it is computed that 
the compound interest during that long 
period amounted to no less than £0,000. 
There is quite a labyrinth of vaults 
where the disused notes .are stored un- 
til they have reached the necessary 
maturity of five years. They are esti- 
mated to weigh ninety-one tons and 
number about 77,745,000, filling 13,400 
boxes, and were of the original value 
of £1,750,020,000. The Bank of Eng- 
land note is a legal tender for any 
amount in excess of its face value, but 
not for less. Thus a person might re- 
fuse to take a £5 note in payment of a 
debt of £4 19 s Od, though, as a matter 
of fact, nobody would be so foolish as 
to do so. It must be remembered that 
bank notes are only legal tender as be- 
tween members of the public, so long 
as the bank pays in gold on demand. 
If such an unlikely thing were to hap- 
pen as the bank being unable to re- 
deem its promises to pay, then its 
notes would at once cease to be legal 
tender. Even as it is their legal ten- 
der quality does not extend to Ireland 
or Scotland.

EDITOK TIMES: I notice in your paper 


of the 14lh inst. an article from the 
Chillicotho Gazette criticising tho Liin- 
ing bill, before tjie Ohio legislature, 
proposing to tax mortgages, etc., held 
by a on- residents. The. Cnzctto is right 
on this quistion, as an experience of 
many years in California will prove. 


There are no usury laws hero. In the 


absence of a contract the legal rate of 
interest is 7 per cent, l!ut interest is 
contracted for at ruinous rales—10 and 
1'j per cent 
payable quarterly, and if 


not so paid it is compounded as princi- 
pal. 
, Mortgages and credits are taxed and 
the borrower is generally made to puy 
sufficient additional interest to pay the 
mortgage tax. 
The question of repeal- 


ing this law is now being discussed, 
and there is a strong public opinion in 
favor of its repeal 


That you may judge of the argu- 


ments used by the press upon this 
question, I enclose an editorial clipped 
from the Herald, the Democratic pa- 
per: 


"Our 
evening contemporary is taking 


time by the forelock in announcing the 
oandicacy of C. W. Pendleton for the 
assembly. It is stated that he is a law- 
yer duly admitted, and if elected to the 
legislature again will go for repealing 
the tax on mortgages. But this same 
Mr. Pendleton was a member of the 
last legislature, tind the people would 
like to know why something was not 
done in reference to this mortgage tax 
at that time. He knew very well, as 
everybody else does, that mortgages 
esc;ipe taxes entirely. He knew that 
it is the uniform custom in this stale 
for money lenders to add to their inter- 
est enough to meet the taxes on their 
mortgages, and thus compel the poor 
borrower to pay the taxes on both. Mr. 
Pendleton must know, if he knows any- 
thing, that this vicious custom is in di- 
rect conflict with 
the 
constitution, 


which recognizes in terms the payment 
ment of taxes upon mortgages. 
The 


proposition to repeal- the tax upon 
mortgages is a delusion; it. will ac- 
complish nothing. The only way to 
correct 
this 
great evil—to remedy 


this most gross injustice—is to enact 
a usury law, and Mr. Pendletou, as well 
as other members of the legislature, 
were reminded of this at the last ses- 
sion, but they did nothing. The wishes 
of tho extortionate money lenders, the 
12 and 15 per cent. Shylocks, were more 
potential than the distressful cries of 
the poor and unfortunate. The mem- 
bers of the legislature were content to 
draw their handsome salaries out of a 
treasury replenished by such unjust 
exactions, and yet could find no remedy. 
Other states, nearly all of them, in- 
cluding the groat money state of New 
York, ha.vo their usury laws, and in 
most places outside of Ciilifornia it is 
impossible for the mortgagee to pile 
upon the top of his enormous interest 
the tax which he justly owes to the 
public for the protection tho state 
affords him and his property. 
If the 


people know what they are about they 
will elect a legislature next time that 
will do its duty, and put a stop to a 
practice that is a public disgrace. What 
everybody in this state, except a few 
Shylocks, wants is a good stringent 
usury law. 
Mr. Pendleton may be a 


very nico fellow, as were other'mem- 
bers of former legislatures, but what 
we'want now is men of backbone, who 
will stand up for the people." 


Before pushing the Laniog bill into a 


law, the Ohio legislature would do well 
to learn something of the experience of 
other states that are now trying to get 
rid of similar laws.
